The eminent British historian, 
Arthur Bryant, has given inter- 
national circulation to an article 
by a former commander in the 
Middle East, D. H. Barber. Titled 
“Farewell to a Hero, a Tribute to 
Sir Anthony Eden,” it spells out a 
conclusion now gaining increasing 
credence in the United States as 
well as Great Britain. 

“Eden's sole motive,” says the 
writer, ‘“‘was to avert the third 
world war which, because of the 
blindness of the President and 
State Department of the United 
States, was in his belief certain 
to gpring up from impending 
events in the Middle East unless 
the march of events and of Arab 
militant nationalism against Is- 
rael could be halted in time, and 
the United Nations, whose de- 
crees Egypt had so long defied, 
roused to take action.” 


Motive 

Nasser, reasoned Eden, had 
to be stopped and only France 
and Britain had the will to stop 
him. In September Israel, watch- 
ing Nasser’s power increase with 
tanks, jets and artillery from Rus- 
sia, knew she would have to 
strike. 

Israel! struck. 

Eden then informed both sides 
that unless they withdrew 10 
miles on each side of the canal, 
Britain would strike. 


Israel agreed. Egypt, urged on 
by Russia, refused. 

Historian Bryant accepts these 
conclusions, which are so logical 
they cannot be argued away: 

“It was clear to Eden that if Is- 
rael were to attack and to be 
wiped out, the thing would be 
done before the United Nations 
could interfere. 

“The world would then be faced 
with a triumphant Nasser with 
enormously enhanced prestige 
throughout the Middle East. Jor- 
dan and Syria would be prepared 
to follow him on further adven- 
tures. His success would inspire 
malcontents in the Lebanon, Iraq, 
Saudi Arabia and even Iran to 
overthrow their respective gov- 
ernments and-enlist under his 
banner. 

“Every oilfield in the Middle 
East would be ‘nationalized,’ the 
canal would be entirely in Nas- 
ser’s control, and the standard 
of living of Britain and Europe 
halved. 

“The United States would then 
become alarmed, but it would be 
too late to do anything. Russian 
power, through her pawn Nasser’s 
conquests, would be vastly in- 
creased. With Britain and France 
out of the reckoning and India 
forced to depend on Russian 
friendship, Russia and China to- 
gether would be able to complete 
their mastery of the Far East, 
and over Formosa or the Philip- 
pines or Australia, the Big Clash 
would at last come.”

These facts are stronger than 
anything else on the other side.

Airport Bond Funds 
Must Be Approved 


Atlanta has the fifth busiest airport 
in the nation and yet it operates from a 


terminal that should shame the whole 
city. Built as a temporary facility al- 
most a decade ago, it has long since out- 
lived its usefulness. 

Replacing this old barn with a modern 
air terminal is one of the most pressing 
projects now facing the community. 


A total of $9,500,000 is included in 
the bond issue which voters will decide 
tomorrow for improvements at the At- 
lanta Airport and at the up-and-coming 
Fulton County Airport. If approved, the 
funds will enable the city to go ahead 
with a new terminal and thus to keep 
step with the air age. 


At both airports additional revenue 
made possible by the improvements al- 
most will amortize the bonds. As traffic 
grows, so will revenue. 


The complaint that all citizens do not 
benefit from the airports is not valid. 
On the contrary, the entire metropolitan 
area shares in their economic value. Air 
freight is becoming increasingly a factor 
in the area’s economy. More than 5,600 
persons make their living at the Atlanta 
Airport alone with an annual payroll of 
27 million dollars. 

Every individual in the area—in fact, 
the entire state—has a stake in the fu- 
ture of Atlanta’s airports. 

Of all the projects to be voted on in 
tomorrow’s election, none is more im- 
portant to the region’s future than air- 
port improvements. Aijir traffic has a 
major role in that future no matter who 
is mayor or aldermen. 


Voters should give overwhelming ap- 
proval to the entire bond issue. And funds 
included therein for airport improvements 
are equally as important as those sec- 
tions relating to streets, schools, slum 
clearance and utilities.

Crackdown on Mr. Dykes 
Good Omen for Jekyll 


For some time the multiple thousands 
of Georgians interested in preserving 
Jekyll Island as a recreational playground 
for all Georgians have been taking a 
“How long, oh Lord, how long?” atti- 
tude toward the Dykes leases and the con- 
tractual adherence thereto. 


Hence it is highly encouraging news 
that the new authority, so far politically 
free, has given Jimmy Dykes 15 days to 
comply with the terms of a hotel lease 
he holds on the island. 


We do not know if the former board 
suffers from any embarrassment but the 
present board has notified Mr. Dykes to 
post a $5,000 bond, a $50,000 to $100,000 
liability insurance policy, a $10,000 prop- 
erty insurance policy and to make regu- 
lar reports of income. 


The present board reports it has found 
‘no record” of compliance with the in- 
surance and bond requirements or with 
the income reports. 


Furthermore, some leases have been re- 
ported sub-leased illegally. 


Here we have in a nutshell one of the 
major things wrong with Jekyll. 

It was being operated apparently as 
Mr. Dykes wished and not as the regula- 
tions required or the people wished. Just 
why the former board closed its eyes or 
allowed Mr. Dykes to close them is not 
revealed. But the odor of politics on 
Jekyll has been stronger than that of a 
pulp mill. 

The people of Georgia will greet the 
businesslike action of the new board with 
cheers and hope. Now let us proceed to 
put motels near the beaches to take care 
of the thousands who would use them. 
The people want to go to Jekyll but they 
want to live near the beaches—and those 
on Jekyll are beautiful. 


Now that we know what has been the 
trouble with Jekyll, we can proceed.

Atlanta — ‘‘Decadent France’”’ 
(a term coined by an Englishman) 
and ‘‘Perfidious Albion’ (a term 
coined by a Frenchman) have 
joined with Soviet Russia in con- 
demning America. 

I am 62 years of age. That means 
I well can remember the after- 
math of the Spanish - American 
War. 

In 1914 we were friends, even 
admirers of Germany. In the 1860s 
Russia was our only dependable 
friend on the continent of Europe. 

The sun did not set upon the 
British Empire and the domains 
of the Imperial Republic of France 
appeared to assure her perpetuity. 
World peace seemed assured 
through the ‘‘halance of power.”’ 

Then an unimportant member of 
the hapless Hapsburg family was 
slain. The ‘‘balance of power’’ in 
which we had had no part fell 
apart like a house of cards. By no 
stretch of the imagination could we 
be held responsible for this catas- 
trophe. But before it ended we had 
two million men on the battlefie!ds 
of Europe. From that day to this 
Britain and France have been de- 
pendent upon our sympathetic sup- 
port poured out in a brave attempt 
to solve worldwide hatreds that 
had been centuries in the making. 

Now Britain admits it can no 
longer defend itself. France cannot 
control North Africa. A_ great 
atheist and dictatorial power faces 
us from the greatest land mass in 
all the world. 

Yet faced with absolute annihi- 
lation, Britain and France waste 
time, substance and prestige in 
biting the hand that would feed 
them.

There is more genuine interest in the President's health outside 
Washington and more false rumor about the President's health in- 
side Washington. Eisenhower has two protections against false rumor 
getting much beyond the person who secks vicarious ‘‘prestige”’ by 
suggesting that he knows a man who knows—‘‘don't spread this!” 
He adds—that the President doesn’t feel as well as he looks. 


One of Eisenhower's protections 
is that he is absolutely open about 
his health. 


The other is that reporters and 
photographers see him at close 
range two or more times a week. 
And every press conference is tele- 
vised. 


From everything I can see and 
learn, I think it accurate to report: 

That the President is today as 
sharp, as responsive, as deft in 
his handling of his press confer- 
ence as at any time during the 
nearly four and a half years he 
has been in the White House.

26.000 Draftees 
After 21 Months 


WASHINGTON, April 15 (UP)—| 
The Navy announced today that the.

Where the road curves sharply as it climbs Old Grassy I 
knew there was a waterfall—a nice, big waterfall of the kind 
that gets in Kenneth Rogers’ pictures in the Sunday magazine. 
But the other day my son and I paused to look at it and it was 
not one waterfall but three. Somehow the course of the creek 
had changed, separating to make three flashing. singing streams 
at the crest of the rock, meeting again at the bottom. 


We sat awhile on a rock in the sun watching and listening and 
then he, being not only younger but more of a participant than 
a watcher, climbed up the sheer face of the rock to see where 
the waterfalls came from.
